AVOIDABLE LOSSES 
Grain Inspection Branch figures 
for the period August 1 to October 
15, reveal a serious situation which 
involves heavy losses to the farmers 
concerned. We refer to increases in 
. ‘smutty’ and ‘rejected’ wheat. 
Smutty Wheat 

With rare exceptions, which need 
not concern us here, all smutty wheat 
results from stinking smut (bunt). 
In Hard Red Spring wheat and 
Durum, this disease can be com- 
pletely controlled. by seed treat- 
ment, On October.14, the Wheat 
Board Price List provided for a dis- 
count of 10¢ per for smut in 
rades No. 1 Hard to No. 4 
orthern. Since August 1, 101 cars 
have graded smutty; a frequency 
five times as great as last year, The 
loss to the farmer is y $200.00 


‘Rejected’ gradings have in- 
creased at an alarming rate this 
season,’ though most of the wheat 
so graded was probably grown in 
1942, when harvest conditions, were 
unfavorable. Aside from ragweed, 
most rejections are due to excess 
moisture resulting in heating and 
sprouting. The discount for grades 

o. 1 rd to No. 4 Northern is’ 
1le per bushel—a serious loss, Since 
August 1, 329 cars have graded 
rejected; they are three times as 
ommon as last year. This loss can- 
not be eliminated, but it can be 
greatly reduced.

This fall and winter, the farmers 
of Western’ Canada will have to 
store a large proportion of Canada’s 
grain stocks, The greatest dangers 
to farm stored grain are moisture 
and insects, Uniformly dry grain 
is not subject to insect damage or 
spoilage,

ada in recent years. 

In early times, smallpox was s80 
common in Canada as well as in Bu- 
rope that people exposed themselves 
to it, “to get it over with” although 
many thereby lost their lives, Bpidem 
ics which decimated and incapacitat- 
ed whole communities, and left the 
survivors with disfigured faces, - are 
part of Canada’s medical history, 

It was in 1796. that the English phy 
sician, Edward Jenner, discovered the 
vaccine that immunizes against small 
pox. Methods of preparing the vac- 
‘cine have been much improved but 
and surest way of protection, 

In most. of the Canadian provinces, 
vaccination is not compulsory but is 
left.to the discretion of parents and 
guardians, Health authorities fear 
that the reduction of smallpox to a 
few cases a year has lulled the peo- 
ple into a false sense of security and 
that any serious outbreak would find 
many victims among those who have 
not been vaccinated, Smallpox ‘is still 
a serious cause of death in many 
countries. If all parents will take 
personal responsibility for the pro- 
tection of their children ag well as 
themselves, the whole community 
will be’ safeguarded. For this reason 
smallpox ig one of the diseases a- 
gainst which parents will be urged 
during National Immunization Week 
(Nov, 14 to 20) to protect their fam- 
lilies, 


APPLE A DAY! 

For many years we have been tak- 
ing the Canadian apple for granted. 
Not so this year! The apple will be in 
first place instead of being just a 
fruit filler-in when bananas, peaches; 
plums and apricots are scarce, 

The price of apples ag yet is not 
low and due to poor crops in some 
parts of the country, is not likely to 
go down further. Even so, apples are 
our cheapest fruit, and like no other 
Canadian fruit are in season through- 
out the year. 

Apples should be firm, well colored 
tart flavor, and medium size. They 
may be bought by thé poimd, dozen 
or bushel, You will find it most econ- 
omical to buy the fruit in Jargé quan. 
tities. They can be stored in @ cool 
moist place, after all the bruised and 
decayed fruit is removed. It is bést 
for economy’s as well as flavors sike 
to buy each variety at its propér sea- 
son, You should also consider whe- 
ther the apple is to be served raw or 
cooked, as they vary in flavor and 
texture. The varieties excellent for 
cooking are Duchess, _Gravenstein, 
Blenheim, Greening and Northern 
Spy. These apples in the order given 
are in season, each for a couple of
